gan who was yesterday sentenced by 
Judge Curler to three years- in the 
penitentiary lor the killing 
of 
his 


mother in law, Mrs. Harriet Hess. 


The passage of the sentence upon 


Regan was not without its dramatic 
interest. 
By the side of her son, in 


•whom she had never lost confidence, 
sat Regan's grief stucken mother. Re- 


gan accepted his sentence with com- 
posure and wljen Judge Curler1 had 
finished he bowed his head and re- 
turned to the jail. 
, 


When Regan was brought'in for sen- 


tence he stood up before the bar of 'the 
court and was asked if there was any 
reason why sentence 
should not 
be 


passed and if he had anything to say. 
He responded in the negative and in 
his behalf, his attorney, Sardis Sum- 
merfleld, made a plea to the court for 
leniency to his client. He asked the 
court to take into consideration the 
fact _that Regan was a man of good 
character, and that no evidence was 
adduced to show that there was anj 
malice in his alleged act. 
He firmly 


believed Regan was innocent of the 
crime 'and asked that in passing sen- 
tence that these things be considered. 


Judge Curler s'aid he would prob- 


ably be criticised by some in giving 
Regan so light a sentence, but under 
the 
circumstances, 
everything 
con- 


sidered, he would make the sentence 
three years. He stated that the pris- 
oner was possessed of an ungovernable 
temper, and the burden of the proof 
was to ''the effect that Regan had com- 
mitted the crime as a result of this 
fault. He advised the prisoner to con- 
duct -himself well while in the peni- 
tentiary, and thus secure the credits 
which are given for good behavior.' 


Regan's sentence was quite generally 


discussed on the street yesterday and 
the concensus of opinion appeared to 
be that Regan got off light, but there 
were many who believed that he did 
not strike Mrs. Hess, and while he 
might have been indirectly responsible 
for her death, they believed that he 
was innocent of the blow.
